PHILADELPHIA, March 13 
(AP)}—A key civilian consultant 
to the Government on atomic 
affairs said last night that a 
“lack of constructive national 
atomic policy” is preventing 
civilian use of nuclear energy 
from being an effective instru- 
ment for peace. 

Robert McKinney, editor and 
publisher of the Santa Fe New 
Mexican, and chairman of the 
recent citizens’ panel which re- 
ported to Congress on the im- 
pact of peaceful uses of atomic 
energy, said also that another 
obstacle in making the atom 
work for peace is “the failure to 
carry out enthusiastically such

Engineers Joint Council. 


He said that although this na- 
tion's foreign assistance pro- 
grams have cost more than 60

Lincoln As a Lawyer 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

This is to footnote the recent let- 
ter refuting the belief that Lincoln 
was a “jack-leg” lawyer and only by 
accident a great humanitarian states- 
man. 

This belief, widespread even 
among lawyers, is unfounded. Lin- 
coln was in fact a terrific lawyer, 
and it was his legal experience and 
acumen rather than any accident 
that made him the great people's ad- 
vocate and leader he was. 

From 1841 to 1860, he had some 
172 cases in the Illinois Supreme 
Court and won 95 of them; 12 cases 
in the United States Court of Ap- 
peals, winning 7 of the 10 reported; 
and 3 in the United States Supreme 
Court, winning 2. Possibly except- 
ing William Wines of Chicago, I be- 
lieve no lawyer today could possibly 
boast such a record. 

s a ad 

And Lincoln’s appellate case load, 
averaging 10 a year for 19 years, 
was when records were made up 
from memory or notes by the law- 
yers themselves, and transcribed by 
hand; it came for him in addition to 
a strenuous trial court practice; it 
involved work spread by many miles 
without the benefit of modern com- 
munication or transportation. He 
mixed technical exercise and prac- 
tical liberality. He accumulated a 
well-earned fortune tremendous for 
those days. 

This legal training and wisdom he 
put to full use in his public life; 
and it made him what he was. When 
he argued we should return the 
British agents Mason and Slidell 
taken from the Trent, he was not 
giving in: he was doing equity, and 
proving the British were wrong when 


, they had Gmpressed our seamen in 


1812. 
When he demanded of President 
Polk to know the actual “spot’’ where 


American blood was allegedly shed 


by invading Mexicans, he was simply 
asking a bill of particulars and doing 
good cross-examination. 

When in 1863 he argued that all 
humans are free citizens, he was 
echoing his argument in Bailey v. 
Cromwell (1841) that a note given 
in purchase of a “black or colored 
girl or woman named Nance” was 
illegal and uncollectible for failure 
of consideration. 

* _ . 

When he said the Dred Scott case 
was not aecepted law, he was echo- 
ing his earlier viewpoint regarding 
Illinois usury laws, and displaying 
by the way a liberal jurisprudence 
a century ahead of the same point 
made in the anti-segregation case. 

When he was magnanimous in 
1865, he was doing only what he had 
done in Illinois trial practice—win- 
ning the case, then guieting his vic- 
tors, comforting his defeated human 
adversaries. 

His standing as a lawyer, and the 
effect of his law career on his public 
positions are both well established, 
proved in both narrative history and 
the official reports of his cases, and 
mentioned recently by Justice Harry 
Hershey of the Illinois Supreme 
Court, a student of Lincoln legal 
lore. 

The common belief that Lincoln 
was any less than the finest of law- 
yers is a groundless myth.

King-Thompson Act is taking place before the 
Missouri House Labor Committee. Labor de- 
mands repeal; industry opposes changes, In 
this charged atmosphere the legislators have 
been debarred for 10 years from taking any 
action at all. 

Yet the law banning strikes in public utilities 
deserves an impartial study by the Legislature. 
The state has had a decade of experience with 
this measure which indicates two things: 

1. The public still requires legal protection 
against strikes which cripple essential public 
services. Outright repeal of the King-Thompson 
law is both unlikely and undesirable. 

2. The law itself is not perfect and is, in fact, 
unfair to utility employes. The unfairness is im- 
plicit in the nature of the law, and should De re- 
moved by careful amendment. 

7 * * 

When there is a utility strike, the state can 
seize the utility and require the employes to 
continue working under threat of severe fines. 
The same fines may be imposed on a utility firm 
for a lockout, but the utilities have never locked 
out their employes, and if they did they could 
support the fines much more easily than the 
unions can, 

The law provides for a state mediation board 
to assist in a settlement of a utility labor dis- 
pute, but there is no means for requiring a set- 
tlement. This means that labor loses its most 
potent bargaining instrument but management 
is under little pressure to achieve a settlement. 
Nor is there much responsibility on the state 
for either a utility’s operation or its labor 
relations. 

This was illustrated by a 1951 Missouri Su- 
preme Court ruling that the state was not liable 
for personal injury claims while operating a 
seized utility. The court held that “merely in- 
voking” the King-Thompson law did not convert 
the utility employes into state employes. 

Thus utility employes have no special status 
as public employes, and get no compensation for 
loss of the strike privilege. Yet they have less 
than the status of other private employes who 
can strike. 

The legal aspect of the anti-utility strike law 
is more complex because the United States Su- 
preme Court in 1951 held a somewhat similar 
Wisconsin law unconstitutional. The high court 
stated that utility operations “affect commerce” 
and are more properly a field for federal law. 
This has left a cloud over the Missouri statute 
but a test case is finally pending before the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court, 

. . . 

Whatever happens in the court case, which 
may require years for final decision, the Legis- 
lature ought to be making a thorough, impartial 
effort to improve the present law. And as the 
Post-Dispatch has noted in the past, there are 
two possible approaches. 

One is for the state to impose an operating 
fee on a seized utility. It is only natural that the 
state should get some return for a management 
burden imposed upon it. But the principal effect 
of an operating fee is to equalize penalities for 
a labor dispute as between management and 
labor, and to give management as well as its 
employes reason to avoid a strike or, in case of 
a strike, to seek a settlement ending state 
seizure. 

A second approach is to write into the law 
provisions for constant and impartial review of 
the working conditions of utility workers. The 
purpose here is to grant the employes special 
compensations, perhaps in the form of fringe 
benefits, for loss of their right to strike. This 
system has been suggested by Sumner H. 
Schlichter of Harvard and other labor relations 
authorities. 

Either way—by a penalty on the utilities or 
by special consideration for their employes— 
the state would restore a balance of treatment 
of the two sides in utility disputes. Equally 
important, the law would then encourage prompt 
settlement of the disputes which cause strikes.

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As Alaska Waits for Power 

The Aluminum Co. of America’s withdrawal 
of its plans for a $400,000,000 hydroelectric dam 
in the Alaska Panhandle represents a setback 
far beyond this one project.. It reflects a failure 
of the United States and Canada to agree on 
the productive use of their joint water resources. 

It is of the utmost importance for abundant 
supplies of low-cost power to be brought out in 
Alaska. Public power might be the answer to 
production of newsprint in the territory at com- 
petitive costs, Frank Heintzelman, retired Gov- 
ernor of Alaska, said recently. Senator Potter, 
Michigan Republican, who as he said is “‘no pub- 
lic power man,” nevertheless also gave testi- 
mony that some form of Government aid ta de- 
velop low-cost power sources in Alaska could 
help increase the United States supply of news- 
print. Both men spoke at hearings of the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee investigating news- 
print prices and supply. What they said of this 
commodity was true of other industrial develop- 
ment based on Canada’s wealth of natural 
resources. 

Yet a backward United States policy. going 
far into the past, and not appreciably. im- 
proved in the present day, is inhibiting that 
development. 

The reason Alcoa withdrew its project was 
that the Canadian Government refused permis- 
sion to divert the waters of the Yukon River into 


‘the Alaska Panhandle near Skagway. 


The reason Ottawa declined was a bitterish 
kind of poetic justice. Forty-eight years ago 
in the Boundary Waters Treaty the United States 
forced a distasteful doctrine on Canada. That 
doctrine held that an upstream state has unlim- 
ited right to divert waters, subject only to re- 
dress in the courts for. a downstream state. 
Washington had insisted on the same doctrine 
in dealing with Mexico. . 

Now the shoe is on the other foot. The Yukon 
rises in British Columbia. The principle of in- 
equality which we had practiced to our ad- 
vantage now applies to our disadvantage. 

' Would it not be better, not only in our rela-

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tions with Canada but with Mexico also, to adopt 
the attitude that with respect to streams on 
which both depend, two nations must behave 
with equality, made workable by respect for 
the other fellow’s best interests?

What Is a Peace-Lover? 


In a recent address, Henry Ford II called for 
a new look at American policy toward Red 
China, and warned against the “hypocrisy” of a 
diplomacy which claims to be based on moral 
absolutes. 


Did Secretary Dulles read that speech, we 
wonder, before he made his statement on China 
at the Southeast Asia treaty conference? Mr. 
Dulles was speaking in Canberra, Australia, but 
his statement bore a strong flavor of having 
been beamed to Senator Knowland and other 
friends of Chiang Kai-shek in Washington. In 
it he said the United States “adheres steadfast- 
ly” to the recognition of Chiang as head of 
China’s true government, and continues to op- 
pose admission of Communist China to the U.N. 
because Communist China cannot qualify as a 
“peace-loving nation.” 


This is the same record Secretary Dulles has 
been playing for four years. It is beginning to 
get pretty scratchy, and we wonder if he has no 
intention of ever getting a new one. 

For example, what if somebody rises to ask 
whether, by the Dulles logic, Britain, France 
and Israel should be expelled from the U.N. 
because they used military force as an instru- 
met of their national interests in defiance of 
the U.N.? 

The use of force by any nation is, of course, 
to be deplored, and certainly it violates the 
U.N. Charter. But if every violator of the Char- 
ter were to be permanently branded as a “non- 
peace-lover” and ineligible for U.N. membership, 
it would be very hard to draw the line between 
a violator like Red China and one like Israel. 
For it is a fact that nations do use force when 
they feel they cannot protect their vital interests 
in any other way. 

The real question involved in the admission 
of the Peiping government to the U.N. is not 
one of moral judgment but of fact. The real 
question is whether the Peiping government 
represents the people of mainland China, or not, 
Some day even the United States will have to 
face that question, and we deplore evidences of 
a rigid attitude which can only increase the 
difficulties when that day comes. 
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Short of the Soup-Wich Islands 


A can of tomato soup with a can of water 
added is now being served under the name of 
soup-wich, the Bismarck (N.D.) Tribune notes 
with appropriate dismay. Next we expect to hear 
that limp lettuce at which segments of tomato 
and egg have been tossed has been identified as 
a salad-wich, and that mixed pistachio, almonds 
and pecans constitute a nut-wich, As an alter- 
native, we would suggest repenting of this philo- 
logical folly at the first (or soup-wich) course, 
while all of us still know wich is wat. 
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Old Argument, New Locale 

The fluoridation fight has finally moved to 
New York City. Since the nation’s No. 1 metro- 
polis is also a communications center, this is 
likely to mean that the pros and cons may be 
discussed with more volume than ever in the 
next few weeks. But while the arena of this 
latest fluoridation battle is a new one, the issue 
has been around for some time—as have those 
on either side of it. 


The pro-fluoridation group includes the city’s 
own health experts augmented by representa- 
tives of the local medical and dental societies, 
plus the United States Public Health Service, 
the American Dental Association, the American 
Medical Association, the American Public Health 
Association, American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, and so on. 


The opposition seems to include the head of the 
city’s water department (for whom fluoridation 
causes a little more work); spokesmen for com- 
mercial users of water who fear an adverse 
effect on their products, be they beer or pickles 
or what have you; a sprinkling of well-inten- 
tioned persons who like to live on vegetables 
and are opposed to “mass medication”; perhaps 
even a chemist or two employed by one of the 
commercial users. And so on. The point is, 
that the overwhelming weight of scientific 
opinion is on one side, and the weight of vested 
interests on the other. 


What New York gets In the way of dental 
protection for its young people is up to New 
York, But more than 30,000,000 people in other 
areas of the country are enjoying fluoridation’s 
benefits—people in Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Washington, San Francisco, Pittsburgh, Milwau- 
kee, Providence, Chicago and, of course, St.

Educator says county has done well in reducing school dis 
tricts from nearly 100 to 29 and can make further progress 
without destroying local control; but says equalizing school sup- 
port and opportunities is up to the state, not local communities. 


A Statement by Charles A. Lee, Professor of Education, Washington 
University, and Former State Superintendent of Schools 


In urging one school district for St. 
Louis county Supervisor Matthews 
stated his reasons as: (1) A single 
county-wide unit offers economy which 
would result in lower tax rates; (2) 
There would be provided standardiza- 
tion of educational opportunities; (3) 
there would be a uniformity of educa- 
tional opportunities and our children 
would have equal rights in school, and 
(4) economy would result through the 
——— of one tax bill instead of 

9. 


In addition he foresaw advantages “by 
holding only one election on bond is- 
sues and other matters” and “by central- 
izing the purchasing of supplies and the 
furnishing of transportation.” 

In my opinion, however, remarkable 
progress has been made in school dis- 
trict reorganization under the leader- 
ship of our County Board of Education 
during the past decade. When our 
school district reorganization program 
started almost 10 years ago, there were 
almost 100 school districts in St. Louis 
county and now there are only 29. 
These reorganizations have been made 
in harmony with our educational tradi- 
tions, So why not continue with our 
present program of school district re- 
organization? 


Even so, further reorganization. of 
school districts should be made in the 
county, Even a cursory examination 
of the existing school districts would 
indicate that a few additional reorgan- 
izations should take place, There is 
nothing in the present law to prevent 
the County Board of Education from 
continuing its study of school district 
reorganization and presenting its find- 
ings to the areas affected for their ap- 
proval or rejection. 


Providing for greater equality of edu- 
cational opportunity and support can- 
not be accomplished by a county system 
of taxation without destroying our local 
school unit, Under our system of edu- 
cation, the school unit is the base for 
securing funds to pay a portion of the 
cost of the public schools. Enlarging 
this unit so that the entire county 
would be one district would destroy our 
present school units and thereby de- 
stroy our present system of education. 


A greater equalization of educational 
opportunity and support should be pro- 
vided for the schools of St. Louis coun- 
ty. This is fundamental. It is based 
upon the premise that all children, re- 


gardless of where they live in the coun- 
ty, should be guaranteed educational 
opportunities up to a prescribed mini- 
mum. Our system of public education 
is based upon this foundation. How- 
ever, this is a problem that should be 
dealt with at the state level and not 
the local. 

Steps should be taken immediately 
to revise our state-wide equalization 
law. Even though this measure was 
adopted by the voters of the state as a 
part of the state-wide foundation law 
a little over a year ago, it is now out- 
of-date, It places the equalization level 
at only $110 per pupil in average daily 
attendance. This is not realistic, 


Though the same law made provision 
for the state to send to each school unit 
$75 per child in average daily attend- 
ance, this means a state foundation pro- 
gram of only $185 per child in average 
daily attendance. And this amount is 
guaranteed on a local tax levy of $1 on 
the $100 assessed valuation. As the 
state last year spent more than $250 
per child in average daily attendance, 
our state foundation level of $185 per 
— in average daily attendance is too 

ow. 


The cost of a state-wide foundation 
program should rest with equal burden 
upon the total economic resources of 
the state. Equity and justice in the 
financing of education require the ap- 
plication of such a principle. In order 
to do this, it is necessary to establish 
schools and thereby provide educational 
opportunities for the children in every 
locality up to a prescribed minimum. 
Therefore, it is the duty of the state to 
guarantee that sufficient funds are 
available in every community to finance 
the minimum program on a comparable 
local tax levy. The latter can be done 
only by the state using its resources to 
equalize the cost of the foundation pro- 
gram- 


Equalizing educational opportunities 
is primarily a state and not a local 
affair. Our schools are organized and 
maintained by state laws. They are 
state institutions and not local ones. 
Education has always been, is now, and 
will continue to be a state concern. 
Any attempt to correct the glaring in- 
equalities in educational opportunities 
and support at the local level will result 
in the elimination of the “local commu- 
nity-school unit” which is so necessary 
for a continuance of the “American 
system of education.” 


A Shot in the Arm Is No Cure

To give the housing industry a shot 
in the arm (which is not.a very funda- 


mental cure for anything), the Admin-.

to reduce the already reasonable down 
payments for new homes financed with 
Federal Housing Administration (FHA) 
mortgages. 

Size of the down payment would vary 
with the valuation of the home. But the 
result would be, for example, that on a 
$15,000 residence which now requires at 
least $2250 down, the minimum would 
be lowered to $1150. And on a $20,000 
home, the down ent would be 

instead of ost $3000. (The 
maximum repayment period for FHA 


mortgages is 30 years, the same as for . 


the G.I. mortgages which the Veterans’ 
Administration guarantees. But VA 
mortgages only a 2 per cent 
down payment.) 


Actually, of course, mortgage terms 
are set by the lender, not the Govern- 
ment. The FHA merely insures mort- 


industry. Yet even if it’s a sop it will 
whet the appetite of the builders for 
looser credit, still lower down payments 
afid direct loans of Government funds. 
The pertinent question is: Why should 
present home purchase terms be 
further “cheapened”? As _ Winfield 
Riefler, assistant to the chairman of 
the Federal Reserve Board, told a 
House subcommittee, people 
can afford “what really are moderate 
rates” for FHA mortgages. He voiced

All Passion Spent 


A SMALL FIRE, by Gladys Schmitt. (Dial, 

343 pgs., $3.50.) 

It’s a small fire, indeed, that Gladys 
Schmitt has lit in her new novel. When 
it burns at all, it smolders in a listless, 
smoky fashion, a tired smudge which 
gives off neither heat nor light. From 
her acclaimed works of historical and 
Biblical fiction, Miss Schmitt has 
turned to the contemporary scene, with 
a pair of middle-aged lovers, all pas- 
sion spent, the fires burning low. 

Arthur Sanues, a concert pianist with 
a minor reputation, comes to a small 
college from New York, to join and 
disrupt its music staff. There he 
kindles the last cold embers of love in 
the modest breast of Frieda Hartmann, 
the 36-year-old career spinster and 
teacher of voice. In the story of what 
follows, Miss Schmitt has stacked the 
cards against herself and her charac- 
ters. They are neither sympathetic nor 
vital; engaged in minor problems, they 
move not nor feel, 
save in a reluctant, 
half-frozen fashion. 

Frieda is the 
narrator, which 
limits her creator 
to the neurotic, 
over-sensitive voice 
of her creature. A 
work of art has 
emotional impact 
as the reader re- 
acts to its emotion- 
al pulse. In Frieda, 
the beat is slow, 
lethargic, weary. 
As an artist, she 
withdrew from life 


Gladys Schmitt 
as her Arthur also flees from the re- 


ality of an audience. And so the book 
wends its way, slow and winding, a 
sluggish back water far from the rush- 
ing, vigorous stream. 

The mood may be exactly what Miss 
Schmitt contrived.

“The Complete Angler” Izaak 
Walton said, “Angling may be 
said to be so like the mathe- 
matics that it can never be fully 
learnt.” And, as the ancient 
teacher, who was tutoring a 
young, impatient king in the 
arts, explained to his royal pu- 
pil, “There is no royal road to 
mathematics,” it could be said 
that there is no royal road to 
angling. 

This column is often asked, 
“What is the best method to use 
in successful fishing?” Again, 
there is no “best” method. If 
a conclusive answer could be 
given, almost all of the other 
methods would fall by the way- 
side and angling would be con- 
fined strictly to the one stock 
form of procedure. 

Fishing experience {is perhaps 
the basis of angling success, re- 
gardiess of the price or kind of 
equipment used. Often on float 
trips fishermen are found along 
the stream who have vigorously 
cast their lures during the day 


and have not brought a single 


fish to net. Behind them on the 
trip will be a couple of anglers 
who are, to all appearances, 
loafing and making their casts 


in a desultory manner, yet they | 


will end the day with limit 
catches. 

The difference in the success 
of the two parties is experience 


or “fishing know-how.” The'| 


successful anglers were casting 
within inches of where the bass 
lurked while waiting for a 
choice morsel to fall their way, 
and the unsuccessful anglers 
were “knocking the stream 
dry” but lacked the experience 
necessary for fishing rewards. 
Three Casting Methods. 
Fly fishing, spin fishing and 
bait casting are all rewarding 


methods if the lures are well- 
placed and the angler under- |

fish habitat. Bass, 
goggle-eye, and other

these “homes” in order to have 
a successful day afloat.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 13 


—A House-approved bill permit- | 


ting extension of the closing 
hour for St. Louis county tav- 
erns and package liquor stores 
from midnight Saturday to 1:30 
a.m. Sunday was passed today 
by the Senate, 19 to 12, and 
sent to the Governor for his 
signature. 

Senator Hartwell G. Crain 
(Rep.), Crestwood, told the Sen- 
ate that county liquor establish- 
ments are discriminated against 
because taverns in St. Louis are 


allowed, under a bill passed at 
the last session, to remain open 
until 1:30 Sunday. | 

There was considerable op- 
position to the bill from rural | 
Senators, who objected to a 
further relaxation of the law) 
prohibiting drinking on Sun-) 
days. 

Attendance Limit. 

A bill raising the compulsory 
school attendance age from 14 
to 16 years was passed by the 
Senate and sent to the Gov- 
ernor. The Senate, which had 
previously passed the measure, 
again considered the bill be- 
cause of a House amendment 
requiring school officials to no- 
tify parents or guardians when 
pupils over 14 are excused from 
school for work reasons. The 
amendment was accepted by the 
Senate. 

The Senate also passed and 
sent to the House three bills | 
affecting St. Louis schools. One 
would permit retired school | 
teachers to serve as substitute | 
instructors for 60 days each | 
school year. 

Another would permit the 
Board of Education to pur- | 
chase supplies valued up to | 
$1000 without competitive bids. | 
The present limitation on non- | 
bid purchases is $500. The | 
third bill would allow the board | 
to use its building department | 
employes on all repair work. | 
Under the present law, a pri- | 
vate contractor must be em-. 
ployed if the project involves | 
labor costs in excess of $2500. | 

School Bill Deferted. 


Action on a bill to permit 
establishment of a special coun- 
ty-wide school district in St. 
Louis county for the education 
of physically and mentally han- 
dicapped children was deferred 
after debate. | 

Senator Leo J. Rozier (Rep.) | 
of Perryville, asserted that ed- 
ucational services offered by | 
the special St. Louis county) 
district would be duplicated by | 
the state if another pending | 
Senate bill also is passed. | 

Under the other measure, the | 
State Board of Education would | 
be required to establish within 
the next three years state-sup- 
ported training centers for men- 
tally retarded children. Rozier | 
told the Senate that St. Louis | 
county residents might not be | 
willing to pay an additioral lo- | 
cal tax of.10 cents on each $100. 
assessed valuation for a special | 
county-wide school system if | 
the state decides to enter this 
field. 

Senator C. R. Hawkins (Rep.) 
of Brumley pointed out that. 
there is a considerable differ- | 
ence between the scope of the 
special education programs pro- 
posed under the two bills. 


Training Limits. 


The state training centers, he 
explained, would be limited to} 
the training of mentally re- 
tarded children. The special St. 
Louis county district would be 
created not only to conduct spe- 
cial classes for the mentally re- 
tarded, but also for children 
who are blind or partially 
blind, deaf or hard-of-hearing, 
or crippled. 

“If the people of St. Louis 
county want to spend their 
money for a broad program, 
they should be pemitted to do 
so,’ Hawkins declared. 

Earlier, the Senate tentatively 
approved, after extended de- 
bate, a bill calling for the forma- 
tion of a commission to make 
an extended study of diagnostic 
services, training and educa- 
tional programs for handicapped 
persons. 

The 15-member commission 
would be composed of four 
State Representatives, four per- 
sons appointed by the Governor 
and a representative from the 
Department of Public Health 
and Welfare, the Department of | 
Education and the University of | 
Missouri. | 

A bill proposing creation of 
a permanent legislative com- 
mittee to study problems of 
local Government was reported 
favorably yesterday by the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee. 


Purpose of Measure. 


Sponsored by Senator E. Gary 
Davidson (Rep.) of St. Louis 
County, the measure would au- 
thorize the committee of five 
Senators and five Representa- | 
tives to study means of provid- 
ing greater co-operation and co- | 
ordination between the national, 
state and local governments. 

Its study also would include 
various problems affecting 
metropolitan areas, ‘including 
the establishment of special dis- 
tricts, urban interstate agencies 
and civil defense zones. David- 
son said establishment of such 
a group had been recommended 
by the Council of State Govern- 
ments. 

Two proposed amendment to 
the Missouri Constitution also 
were approved by the commit- 
tee. One would relieve the state 
auditor of all pre-audit duties 
and limit his work to post- 
audits. 

The other would permit cit- 
izens who have resided in Mis- 
souri less than one year to vote 
for candidates for President and 
vice president. At present, no 
person can vote in Missouri un- 
less he has been a resident of 
the state for at least one year.

An Engaging Tour 
Of Chevalier's Paris

NEW YORK, March 13. 
ARIS, THEY SAY, is everyone’s second home 
town and therefore, NBC, in presenting us Paris, 
even with so distinguished a boulevardier as 
Maurice Chevalier as guide, was sticking its neck 
out about as far as 
it would go. Some 
years ago, when John 
Gunther wrote “In- 
side U.S.A.,” I recol- 
lect a good many 
people telling me it 
was a fine, thorough 
book, except the 
chapters devoted to 
their own states, 
which were all wrong.

This is the fourth article of a series designed 
to help the average individual and small-business 
man save time and money on his tax return. 


WNING real estate has some real tax advantages. This 
0 is true whether you own your own home or hold prop- 

erty for investment. 

Let's look, first, at the case of the home owner. Quite 
aside from the satisfaction 
he may get out of being 
“lord of his own domain,” 
he also gets some worth- 
while tax “breaks” com- 
pared to the man who pays 
rent. 

For illustration contrast 
the position of a home 
owner whose “carrying 
charges” are $125 a month, 
and a man who pays $125 
a month to rent an apart- 
ment or house... At first 
glance, it would seem that 
both men have a monthly 
“overhead” of $125 in 
meeting their housing 
needs. 

But when it comes time 
to make out the annual 
tax return, the home 
owner gets some real ad- 
vantages. From a tax 
standpoint, the rent paid by the tenant is just part of his 
living cost, and he gets no consideration taxwise. But, with 
the home owner, the monthly “carrying charges” may con- 


tain a number of items which can be deducted from his tax 
return. 
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THAT $125-A-MONTH might break down as follows: 
Interest on mortgage, $35: real estate taxes, $40; amortiza- 
tion of mortgage, $50. Now, both the mortgage interest 
and real estate taxes can be charged off, in full, on the 
home owner’s tax return—in this case, amounting to $75 
a month, or a whopping $900 a year. 

And, incidentally, whatever he pays off on amortiza- 
tion is like “money in the bank,” because he’s steadily 
building up his personal equity in his home. 

So, if you’re a home owner, be sure to double-check 
every single item on your returns to make sure you're get- 
ting the benefit of all the deductions coming to you. As 
we've already seen, all taxes on your property can be writ- 
ten off: real estate taxes, school taxes, and personal property 
taxes (but not water taxes), You can also deduct interest 
charges, not only on your mortgage, but on modernization 
loans or any other borrowing. 

Be careful, though, not to make the mistake of charg- 
ing off your amortization, or any money you may have spent 
to improve your property. Such items are nondeductible 
for home owners.

NOW, SUPPOSE YOU sell your home. Immediately, 
this creates a tax problem. The law says if you sell any- 
thing at a profit, the profit is subject to tax. Up until two 
years ago, this worked a seVere hardship on some home 
owners when they sold their properties. They had to pay 
a tax on their old home, and then were forced to buy a new 
home in an inflated real estate market. Fortunately, the 
tax law has been changed to give some relief in such cases. 
It’s important that you be posted on the new setup. 

Here’s how you stand under the present law. If you 
sell your home at a loss, there’s no change from before— 
it’s simply a loss, which cannot be deducted. But if you 
sell at a profit, here’s the “gimmick” to watch for: you 
must buy another house, or start construction of one, with- 
in 12 months after selling the old one. Otherwise, your 
profit on the sale becomes taxable. And, if your new home 
costs less than what you received in selling your old one, 
the net difference is subject to tax. 

Incidentally, when you figure your “profit” on such a 
sale, you determine your “purchase price” as follows: take 
the actual price you paid when you first bought, and add 
all extensions and improvements, such as additional rooms, 
a new roof, landscaping, a new driveway, a garage, new 
plumbing equipment, new furnace, etc. But you cannot add 
the cost of mere “redecoration,” such as painting, wall- 
papering, etc., unless these were done within 90 days of 
selling your house. 

You can, of course, deduct any commissions you pay 
to a real estate agent. Your “adjusted profit” is the differ- 
ence between these various cost items, and the price you 
receive on the sale. 


x * 

THE TAX LAW draws a sharp line of distinction be- 
tween the home owner, who occupies his own dwelling, and 
the “landlord,” who holds properties for income, It’s vital 
to know this difference, for their tax positions are differ- 
ent. If you own, and collect rents, from such properties 
as apartment houses, stores, commercial buildings and the 
like, you can charge off many more things on your tax than 
is permitted to the home owner. 

For example, you can deduct such items as fuel, wages, 
insurance, painting, repairs, or any other “maintenance” 
cost. In short, you can deduct any other money spent in 
connection with the upkeep. The nice part of this arrange- 
ment is that you can make a lot of improvements in your 
property—thus enhancing its value—and still take it off 
your tax. 

And, then, there’s that item of “depreciation,” which 
the law allows you to deduct. “Depreciation” is supposed 
to be the gradual loss in value of your building or property 
over a period of time. To compensate the owner for this 
“loss,” tax law permits a deduction every year. But, in the 
rising real estate market of recent years, this theoretical 
loss in value has meant little or nothing. All of which 
means that the investor in real estate has benefited in two 
ways: through a rise in property value and through his 
annual write-off in depreciation. 

One final thought on “income” property. Even if you're 
a home owner, you can get some of the advantages enjoyed 
by the landlord under certain conditions. If, for example, 
you rent out part of your dwelling, your home becomes 
partly “income” property. You can then deduct a propo” 
tionate share of the cost of fuel, repairs and other “upkeep” 


costs.

Home Made 
Baked Beans 
Are a Treat 


By Edith M. Barber 


HILE spring may be just 
W around the corner, it is 

quite likely there will be 
many chilly and rainy days. 
Appetites will undoubtedly be 
stimulated and hearty meals 
will be enjoyed. Perhaps we 
will get down the bean pot 
which may be a family heir- 
loom, and use that old-fashioned 
recipe for baked beans. 

This calls for beans baked 
with salt pork and molasses. 
This is often considered a New 
England or Boston specialty, 
but my own Pennsylvania fam- 
ily would not admit this. A 
Saturday night supper often 
featured baked beans and 
steamed brown bread. My 
father always insisted baked 
beans were even better for 
Sunday breakfast. The rest of 
us enjoyed them more for Sun- 
day night supper. 

If any remained, they were 
sure to be called upon for a 
lunch or two during the week. 
On a chilly day we all liked a 
baked bean soup at this meal. 

Generally, we depend upon 
the very good canned baked 
beans available in several styles, 
but once in a while we enjoy 
making our own supply. 


Baked Beans. 


One quart pea beans, three- 
fourths pound salt pork, one 
tablespoon salt, one teaspoon 
dry mustard, three-fourth cup 
molasses, one cup boiling water. 

Wash and pick over beans. 
Soak in two quarts cold water 
12 hours. Drain, cover with 
fresh water, bring to boiling 
point, and simmer over low heat 
until skins burst when tested. 
To test, take up a few beans 
with spoon and blow. When 
skins break, the beans are ten- 
der enough. Drain beans and 
place in bean pot. Scrape rind 
of salt pork and cut several 
gashes in the meat. Press into 
beans. Mix salt, mustard, mo- 
lasses, and boiling water, and 
pour over beans. Add more 
boiling water, if necessary, to 
cover beans entirely. Cover and 
bake in very slow oven (250 
degrees F.) 6 to 8 hours. Add 
more water when necessary. 
Uncover and bake 30 minutes 
longer, until a brown crust has 
formed. Yield: 10 to 12 serv- 
ings. 

Note: If desired, one medium 
onion, minced, may be baked 
with the beans. 


Baked Bean Soup. 


Three cups cold baked beans, 
six cups water, one medium 
onion, sliced, two stalks celery, 
one and one-half cups canned 
tomatoes or tomato juice, one 
tablespoon chili sauce, salt, pep- 
per, two tablespoons butter, 
two tablespoons flour. 

Combine beans, water, onion, 
celery, and tomatoes or tomato 
juice and simmer over low heat 
about 30 minutes, until beans 
are very soft. Force mixture 
through a sieve. Add chili sauce, 
season with salt and pepper if 
necessary, and reheat. Cream 
butter and flour together and 
stir into hot mixture, and bring 
to boiling. Yield: Six servings.

Malaria 
and leprosy have attacked many 
of the villagers.” 

Although she has not suf- 
fered more than the customary 
hardships encountered by all 
workers in such a primitive 
mission field, Miss Letterman 
was glad to get back to Amer- 
ica for a year to find the va- 
riety of wholesome’ foods un- 
available there, and to get 
away, temporarily at least, from 
the poisonous snakes. 

“That was one of my prin- 
cipal worries,” she said, “but 
even though I came very close 
to them a number of times, I 
was never bitten. When I knew 
I would have to walk through 
jungle to reach a village, so 
far back that it could not be 
reached by car, I would take a 
club and some serum with me 
as a protection, but I'm grate- 
ful ‘to say I never needed 
either.” 

But despite such discomforts, 
Miss Letterman, like her young 
Israeli classmate, is anxious to 
get back to the other side of 
the ocean. 

“There is a tremendous need 
over there,” she said. “And I 
feel that through medicine we 
can heip bring the gospel of 
Christianity to these people.

CEDAR RAPIDS, Ia. 

EW of us, I think, had much 

hope that the Suez canal 

dispute would be settled 
rapidly in the United Nations. 
But if that hope existed, Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser was 
quick to bring disllusionment. 

The Egyptians’ argument right 
along has been that they could 
not talk about any permanent 
agreement for use of the Suez 
canal or for recognition of Israel 
until Israeli troops were with- 
drawn from areas they had 
taken by force from Egypt. 

There was a certain amount 
of logic in Egypt’s desire to re- 
move the last vestiges of her 
defeat so that the granting of 
further concessions would be 
easier. At the same time, how- 
ever, there was doubt as to how 
much Nasser could be trusted 
to make concessions once he had 
gained his objectives. 

So it is not surprising that 
Nasser now will not consent to 
full clearing of the canal if he 
must share tolls, even on an 
interim basis, for its use. 


* + a 

I SOMETIMES THINK Nas- 
ser is a little too bold. It might 
be that by the time he gets 
around to being co-operative 
none of the countries will need 
the canal any more. 

I hope that the United States 
without question will insist that 
the canal be an international 
waterway open to ships of all 
nations. If this point does not 
carry in the U.N. there is very 
little chance for a peaceful so- 
lution to Israel’s existence. 

We do not want to see the 
hardships that war would bring 
to the Arab peoples as well as 
to those of Israel. We want 
constructive, peaceful solutions. 
These do not seem to be the 
aims of Nasser, who in a speech 
to students in Egypt last week 
reiterated his threats to drive 
the Irsaelis into the sea and to 
have the whole of Palestine re- 
turned to Arab control.
